Trevor Matthews and Bob 
McQueen—friends since high 
school, teachers of economics and 
finance, key contributors to the 
growth of the University of 
Victoria—were honored June 23 
at an official ceremony dedicating 
the lecture theatre in the new 
Business and Economics Building 
in their names. 

The 200 seat “M&M” theatre 
combines the latest in audio/visual 
technology with the flexibility to 
adapt to new teaching tools as they 
are developed. 

Matthews was vice-president 
of administration when he stepped 
down in 1993 after 28 years and 
having overseen much of UVic’s 
capital construction. He’s now a 
sessional lecturer in the depart¬ 
ment of economics. McQueen, 
who taught the university’s first 


finance course, was also UVic’s 
first and only chief financial 
officer when he retired in 1992 
after 30 years with the university. 

UVic has the “best kept books 
and the best maintained build¬ 
ings” of any B.C. university 
because of the work of Matthews 
and McQueen, President David 
Strong said to family, friends and 
colleagues who attended the 
dedication ceremony. 

“We have both worked hard to 
make UVic a good place to work 
for support staff as well as faculty 
and students,” McQueen said. “I 
would be pleased if the support 
staff took the dedication of this 
lecture theatre as recognition of 
their contribution over the years 
to the growth of the university.” 

Matthews credited his parents 
for taking an energetic boy and 


instilling in him the “will to 
learn.” Matthews noted that his 
habit of cycling to work provided 
a great opportunity to plan the 
day’s work—the problem was 
that the day never seemed to turn 
out as planned. 

The Matthews and McQueen 
theatre is UVic’s most modem 
lecture facility. The podium 
features a touch screen that 
controls slide projectors, video 
monitor, cassette and compact 
disc player, and video laser disc 
player. Cameras for video 
conferencing will be added later, 
also to be controlled from the 
podium. 

Eleven front row seats are 
removable to accommodate

Partial Ring Road 
closure in August 


Ring Road will be closed between 
University Drive and Finnerty 
Road from Aug. 11 through Aug. 
29 for resurfacing and much 
needed improvement of the road 
bed. The campus exit side of 
Finnerty Road will also be 
resurfaced at the same time. Due 
to the road closures, vehicle 
access to campus via University 
Drive will be prohibited and 
parking lots 1, A, B and C will not 
be available for parking. Contra¬ 
flow access for emergency 
vehicles only will be provided 
along Ring Road via Finnerty 
Road. 

As well, the old transit ex¬ 
change by the Student Union 
Building is being permanently 


reconfigured to provide vehicle 
drop-off and parking access to the 
SUB and Halpem Graduate 
Centre. This part of the project 
will be completed by July 25. 

The construction has been 
scheduled to minimize disruption 
and inconvenience to the campus 
community. Work will start 
immediately after the North 
American Indigenous Games, 
which involve some campus 
venues, and will be completed 
before the beginning of September 
classes. The work is being accom¬ 
plished with minor capital funding. 
Facilities Management intends to 
upgrade additional sections of Ring 
Road in coming years, subject to the 
availability of funding.

Fire in Chem Lab 
promotes home¬ 
grown training video 


The Mother’s Day fire in an 
Elliot Building chemistry lab will 
be a learning experience for 
current and future students when 
a new training video based on the 
fire adds weight to the extensive 
safety training students already 
receive. 

“The problem with the safety 
videos available now is that they 
all come out of the United States, 
so this will provide us with an at- 
home version that will be much 
more effective,” says chemistry 
lab supervisor Dr. Dave Berry. 

The training tape will be the 
focus of group discussions among 
students about laboratory safety 
issues. CHEK television has 
agreed to provide tape gathered 
during its coverage of the fire. 

Saanich Fire Department 
investigators are awaiting the 
results of tests that might pin¬ 
point the cause of the fire which 
started in a waste bin in the third 
floor lab before spreading to 
wood shelving units containing 
books and empty beakers. 

“We got off lightly compared 


to what might have happened,” 
Berry says. “If the time gap had 
been much longer we might have 
lost the building.” 

The lab was vacant when the 
fire started. 

Instruments and lab supplies 
were damaged and nearby 
offices, linked to the fire scene 
by ventilation ducts, had signifi¬ 
cant smoke damage. Firefighters 
used dry chemical extinguishers, 
avoiding the use of water that 
could have interacted with 
chemicals or damaged equipment 
in the physics department one 
floor below. 

Firefighters were aided by 
chemistry safety officer Dr. Dave 
Berg and senior grad student 
Lawrence Lee who provided 
information from material data 
safety records. The fire did not 
involve numerous flammable 
solvents and acids stored in the 
lab. 

No teaching time was lost as a 
result of the incident and the lab 
will be ready for September 
classes.

The building was 
evacuated when an assistant in one of the labs discovered smoke coming out of the control panel on an 
etching tank on which he was working. The specially equipped UVic and Oak Bay personnel re-entered 
the building to establish the cause of the smoke and to investigate if any chemicals were involved. The 
smoke was eventually traced to a malfunctioning electric motor in the etching tank. The chemicals 
were unaffected and the building was re-opened approximately two hours later.

Linda Dryden, David Perry, 
Roger Wheelock and Sandra 
Guarascio have joined the UVic 
Board of Governors while 
Laura Duncan and Joan Frohn- 
Nielson have been re-appointed.

Wheelock is also chair of the 
B.C. Heritage Trust, director 



of the Island Pacific Institute 
Foundation and a director of 
the B.C. Government House 
Foundation. 

Student board member 
Guarascio, a first year law 
student, was elected to the board 
in May for a one year term and 
Matt Pollard, the second student 
representative, was re-elected at 
the same time. 


At the BoG _ 

BoG ponders parking fees, threatening behaviour 


At its June 23 meeting, UVic’s 
Board of Governors approved the 
1997-98 parking services budget 
for the campus which raises 
parking fees an average of four 
per cent. The new fees increase 
yearly reserved parking at the 
University Centre from $440 to 
$458 while general reserve 
parking moves from $192.50 
annually to $200. General and 
student parking increase from 
$110 to $114.50 annually. 

Monthly parking fees in the 
general reserve category will rise 
from $25 to $35 while general 
and student parking monthly fees 
increase from $15 to $20. While 
prepared to vote for the increase, 
board member Dr. Reg Mitchell 
(Chemistry) objected to the 


growth in the parking services 
budget at the same time that other 
departments had to “put up” with 
cutbacks. He said he will check 
next year to see if higher parking 
fees do indeed result in more 
efficient service. 

A motion to approve a new 
University policy on violence and 
threatening behaviour prompted 
the student board members to 
express concern that the policy 
not be construed as limiting the 
rights of the members of the 
university community to freedom 
of expression and peaceful protest 
on university property. “We want 
a workable policy but without 
weighing it in one direction,” said 
Matt Pollard. “The role of the 


University in society is as an 
enclave where political protest 
flourishes. I don’t want to turn 
that role on its head, even inad¬ 
vertently.” Pollard later stressed 
that he wasn’t “denying the very 
strong need for a policy like this 
on campus.” 

UVic President Dr. David 
Strong emphasized that the policy 
was developed for use as an 
emergency response only to 
protect students, staff and faculty 
and that he didn’t see it as having 
anything to do with peaceful 
protest. He supported a sugges¬ 
tion by faculty member Dr. Ed 
Berry (English) that the Univer¬ 
sity develop a separate policy on 
freedom of expression. The policy 
on violence and threatening 


behaviour was passed unani¬ 
mously and student member 
Sandra Guarascio then moved 
that the University investigate 
developing a separate policy on 
freedom of expression. The Board 
passed her motion as well and 
Strong offered to take the issue 
on. 

Extended metaphors were used on 
both sides of the debate over 
whether to adopt a framework for 
the University to adopt a cost- 
recovery fee system for off- 
campus graduate programs. 

Pollard said adopting a full- 
recovery policy for off-shore 
graduate programs initially put 
UVic on a “slippery slope” and 
that “we need to be very aware of 


where we’re travelling.. The 
long trajectory down the slope is 
full cost recovery for on-campus 
graduate programs. If Board 
members don’t have an idea in 
their mind where the line is drawn 
for them ... we could find 
ourselves down the hill from 
where we are.” 

“Let’s try to drag ourselves 
back up the slope,” replied Vice- 
President Academic and Provost 
Dr. Penny Codding, explaining 
that this was an opportunity for 
UVic to provide greater access to 
post-secondary education and the 
University can’t provide the 
graduate programs learners are 
clamouring for, in the context of a 
tuition freeze, without an incre¬ 
mental increase for the costs of 
distributed learning. She said if 
UVic doesn’t offer a program to 
these students, they’ll simply take 
a distance program from another 
institution. 

When Pollard suggested 
students are opting for distance 
graduate programs because they 
can’t afford to come to campus 
and, therefore, couldn’t afford the 
higher fees, Codding disagreed. 

“They can’t come to UVic 
even if they wanted to,” she said, 
adding that the majority of those 
interested in the graduate pro¬ 
grams were employed profes¬ 
sional people who were willing to 
pay other institutions over 
$10,000 in tuition for a Masters 
degree. UVic is trying to find a 
way to respect its responsibilities 
to its undergraduate students 
within the resources available and 
to respond to demands from other 
types of learners. She added that, 
in approving the proposed 
framework, the Board does not 
commit the University to any 
particular program, each of which 
would have to be separately 
approved. After further assurances 
that the proposal was for cost- 
recovery only and an amendment 
to include funding for student 
bursaries as part of every pro¬ 
gram, it was passed by the Board.

UVic nursing 
program offered on 
Langara campus

You won’t find the names of 
Drs. Paddy Rodney and Rosalie 
Starzomski in UVic’s phone 
book. Nor will you find their 
regular offices in the School of 
Nursing. If you want to talk to 
the school’s full-time faculty 
members or visit their offices, 
you’ll have to go to the Vancou¬ 
ver campus of Langara College 
where Rodney and Starzomski, 
who are in the inaugural gradu¬ 
ating PhD class in nursing at 
UBC, are the school’s first 
Vancouver-based full-time 
faculty. 

UVic’s presence on the 
Lower Mainland is a continua¬ 
tion of the School of Nursing’s 
provincial outreach which began 
in 1992 when the University 
joined forces with five B.C. 
colleges (Camosun, Malaspina, 
Okanagan University and 
University College of the 
Cariboo) to develop the Collabo¬ 
rative Nursing Program. The 
program allows students to earn 
either a four-year (eight semes¬ 
ter) baccalaureate degree or a 
two and one-half year (five 
semester) community college 
diploma in nursing. Practicing 
registered nurses can “bridge” 
into the program, complete four 
academic semesters and two 
optional practica and graduate 
with a BSN degree. Interest in 
the collaborative program has 
been extensive and nine colleges 
in B.C. are now partnered with 
UVic. 

The collaboration with 
Langara furthers this broad- 
based approach to nursing 
education and opens up opportu¬ 
nities to people who are unable 
to move to Victoria but who 


want a UVic nursing degree. 
Students can take the first two 
years of study at their local 
community college and then 
move to the Langara campus to 
complete their degrees. 

“It increases accessibility in 
a phenomenal way,” says 
Rodney. “There are many 
students who wouldn’t have 
been able to take a four year 
course because of the costs of 
tuition or moving away from 
home. Some of our students are 
single parents who just can’t 
move away.” 

With the agreement of its 
partner colleges, UVic opened 
offices on the Langara campus 
in January 1996 and in March of 
this year moved to its permanent 
home on the fifth floor of the 
college’s Library Tower. This 
July, Rodney and Starzomski are 
being joined by two new faculty 
members, Dr. Jinny Hayes and 
Colleen Varcoe. 

“UVic has been a leader in 
nursing education in North 
America, shifting the focus of 
nursing education away from 
the traditional acute care setting 
to health promotion,” says 
Starzomski. 

There are approximately 80 
students now enrolled in UVic 
courses at Langara with 30 more 
distance students attending 
periodic courses on-site. This 
number will swell in January 
1999 when the University 
expands the collaborative 
curriculum at Douglas College 
to include a further 60 students. 

“Sixty per cent of the nursing 
training in B.C. is now done 
through UVic or its partner 
colleges,” says Starzomski.

Maltwood Hong Kong exhibit 


The two British colonial cities 
are on opposite sides of the 
Pacific Ocean but they share 
historic similarities. Victoria, 
Hong Kong was ceded to 
Britain by China in 1842 after 
the Chinese defeat in the first 
Opium War. The following year 
Victoria, Vancouver Island, was 
established as an outpost of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company. The 
latter ended its colonial status 
in 1871 when British Columbia 
joined the Canadian confedera¬ 
tion, while Hong Kong only 
recently rejoined China. To

from a dozen countries gathered 
at the Phoenix Theatres July 3-8 
for the Second International 
Drama in Education Research 
Institute. 

The value of using drama in 
education is supported by 
research into how people learn. * 
“Much recent brain research

“Current research shows that 
education through drama is a 
very effective means of develop¬ 
ing students’ language skills by

theoretical basis underlying their

teaching practice. A UVic 
undergraduate drama education 
course, organized as part of the 
institute, provided the students. 
Special arrangements were made 
to include graduate students in 
the institute, providing valuable 
opportunities for them to net¬ 
work with the leaders of the 
field. 

UVic’s role as conference host 
was an outgrowth of the long 
collaboration in drama education 
between UVic’s faculties of fine 
arts and education. Over the past 
five years, this collaboration has 
grown as Saxton and Miller have 
worked together, organizing in 
1994, for example, the first 
conference in Canada to bring 
together Canadian college and 
university drama educators.

The President’s Library Expan¬ 
sion Committee, since being 
struck last spring, has been 
consulting with faculty members 
and visiting other university 
libraries in its effort to draft a 10- 
year plan for the expansion of the 
MacPherson Library. (See 
sidebar for a recent history of 
library expansion planning and 
the composition of the commit¬ 
tee.) 

The committee, chaired by 
Associate Vice-President Aca¬ 
demic Dr. Terry Sherwood, held 
a number of information gather¬ 
ing sessions with faculty mem¬ 
bers in May. Participants in these 
sessions were chosen by the 
deans for their expertise as 
teachers and researchers. The 
committee is planning two 
further information sessions with 
representatives from the Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria Students’ Society 
and with library staff, and will 
also solicit submissions from 
members of the university 
community in September. 

In the course of their travels 
for other purposes, committee 
members have been visiting 
North American university 
libraries that have dealt with 
problems similar to those facing 
the MacPherson. Libraries 
visited to date include the 
University of California, Irvine; 
University of Nevada, Las Vegas; 
the University of Southern 
California; the University of 
Washington; Oregon State 
University; and San Diego State 
University. Further visits are 
planned to the UBC and SFU 
libraries and university libraries 
in Utah. 

“These visits to other libraries 
are very informative and useful,” 
says Sherwood, who visited UC 
Irvine. The development of that 
university has many parallels to 
UVic. “Also the new undergradu¬ 
ate library at USC has an area 
called the ‘Information Com¬ 
mons’ designed to accommodate 
the increasing need of students to 
study collaboratively. It includes 
22 rooms that students can 
reserve for working on joint 
projects. Our sessions with UVic 
faculty have confirmed that 
collaborative study is increas¬ 
ingly expected here as well, and 
that appropriate facilities must be 
created.” 

The committee is expected to 
produce its formal report by the 
beginning of January. By the end 
of September, however, it will 
provide a preliminary report, 


assimilating the information 
gathered to that point, to Meg 
Beckel, Executive Director of 
External Relations, who will use 
it in planning a proposed 
fundraising campaign to support 
library expansion.

subject instructors). Cutting instrumental instructors means irreparable 
damage to the whole programme. Consider, for instance, losing a 
saxophone instructor. This means no saxophone students for Wind 
Symphony or Big Band. Losing a bassoon teacher means no bassoons in 
the University Orchestra. This means these ensembles could not exist; 
hence, affecting all of our students. All these instructors, specialists in 
unique areas (as are all instrumental instructors), are part of the core 
of our ensemble programmes. Nobody else on faculty can teach what 
they teach. At the moment, we may not be able to guarantee completion 
of degree programmes for some of our students and cannot accept some 
new students to the School, not knowing whether or not we can afford 
the instructors. Are not other departments experiencing, at least in 
varying degrees, the same scenario? 

The School of Music has carefully considered a variety of measures 
designed to make up the losses, none of which are going to fly, 
apparently. Have any departments come up with practical and univer¬ 
sally applicable plans? It would be surely possible to design an attractive 
donation/tax deduction package and to make it possible for individual 
faculty to target a specific department, or, in the case of a universal 
rollback, to up the shortfall in the university’s “soft monies” 
budget. 

From all points of view, our students’ education, the design of our 
programmes, to the loss of faculty and friends, surely it is time to 
seriously consider this possibility...and very soon.

CARL consists of 27 university 
libraries, the National Library of 
Canada, and the Canada Institute for 
Scientific and T echnical Information. 
The association is concerned with 
such matters as library automation, 
collections inventory projects, copy¬ 
right, joint purchasing consortia, col¬ 
lections preservation and resource 
sharing. 


Joanne Thomas, Acting Assistant Di¬ 
rector of Co-operative Education 
Programs, has been appointed presi¬ 
dent of the Association of Co-opera¬ 
tive Education (ACE) for a one-year 
term ending in February 1998. ACE is 
the provincial association for co-op 
professionals, which includes 135 
members from B.C.'s 22 co-op edu¬ 
cation institutions and the co-op 
employer sector. 

Fourth-year School of Nursing stu¬ 
dent Lucy Barney was part of the 
opening ceremonies of the 1997 In¬ 
ternational Congress of Nurses held 
in Vancouver June 15 to 20. Barney, 
who attends UVic classes in Vancou¬ 
ver at the Langara College campus, 
was the only nurse among the First 
Nations dancers who performed at 
the quadrennial congress. A tradi¬ 
tional dancer, Barney is a member of 
the Lillooet band. 


UVic's co-op education research 
group— Drs. Frances Ricks (Child & 
Youth Care), Geraldine Van Gyn 
(Physical Education), Mark Loken 
(Co-op), and Prof. James Cutt (Pub¬ 
lic Administration)—have been cho¬ 
sen for the second time as winners 
of the Ralph W. Tyler Award of the 
Cooperative Education Association. 
They received the award for a four- 
year longitudinal study of the edu¬ 
cational benefits of co-op educa¬ 
tion and research on the entry level 
characteristics of co-op students 
and non-co-op students. The re¬ 
search on which the papers were 
based was conducted during the 
time that the late Dr. Graham 
Branton, former director of Co-op 
Education programs, was principal 
investigator. 


The Faculty Club picked up the beat 
and became a venue for the annual 
TerrifVic jazz Party. On April 13 the 
New Melbourne jazz Band (Australia) 
and the Monarchs (USA) performed 
at the club, marking the first time the 
University has served as a site for the 
popular jazz'festival. 


Prof. John McLaren (Law) received an 
honorary degree and delivered the 
convocation address at the Univer¬ 
sity of Calgary May 15. McLaren was 
honoured for helping to establish the 
University's law school. He was its 
founding dean of law and led the law 
school from 1975 until 1984. McLaren 
joined UVic's Faculty of Law as a 
Lansdowne professor in 1987. He was 
a founder of the Canadian Law Soci¬ 
ety Association, served on the Cana¬ 
dian Human Rights Tribunal and is 
active in refugee and social justice 
work. 


Chemistry grad students Laurel 
Clouston and Mark KJeinman were 
awarded the prize for best student 
presentation in the chemical educa¬ 
tion division at the meeting of the 
Society for Chemical Education in 
june. The prize was for their paper 
'Teaching Technique—The Organi¬ 
zation of a Large Group Interactive 
Learning Experience for a Key Con¬ 
cept in Chemistry.' It originated as 
a project in last fall's Teaching and 
Learning in Higher Education course 
for graduate teaching assistants. 
Clouston and Kleinman went on to 
field test their approach in a UVic 
chemistry course before present¬ 
ing their paper.
